I  am  going  to  apply  it  to  spi¬ 
ritual  concerns.  He  has  applied  it  in  the  tavern 
land  distillery;  I  shall  apply  it  in  the  church.

1 1  maintain  that  the  rule  is  applicable  to  him  in 
[all  its  extent.  He  is  responsible  for  the  known

ple.  No  “  benefit  of  clergy,”  can  exempt  him 
from  the  principle  of  this  law.

I  I  will  name  one  doctrine,  and  one  class  of

'and  unmerciful  dogma  of  endless  torments  for 
the  remainder.  Whether  they  employ  free 
agency,  or  works,  or  decrees,  as  the  limita- 
lions  of  salvation,  enters  not  into  the  present 
inquiry.  I  look  at  the  single  circumstance 
that  they  extend  salvation  to  a  part,  and  end¬ 
less  damnation  lo  the  remainder,  and  I  call 
them  Partialists,  and  their  doctrines  Partial¬ 
ism  ;  because  these  terms  convey  my  mean- , 
ing,  and  I  shall  try  them  by  the  standard  of

Do  you 
a^k  the  inc|uisitor.s  why  they  murdered  their 
fellows?  They  will  tell  you  they  were  base 
heretics,  cursed  and  eternally  damned  of  God, 
ami  they  ouglit  to  be  put  out  of  the  way.  In 
all  these  cases  the  murders  were  legalized,  to  be 
sure,  but  they  may  be  traced  directly  to  faith 
in  endless  misery,  as  their  cause.  I  might  fol¬ 
low  the  hi.story  of  the  sentiment  from  the  time 
Christians  borrowed  it  of  the  Heathen,  and  trace 
its  footsteps  in  the  blood  it  has  shed.  More  than 
six  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  persons  in 
Spain,  alone,  fell  before  it ;  and  in  all  countries 
where  it  has  prevailed,  and  its  power  has  not 
been  restrained  by  civil  law,  it  has  caused  blood 
to  flow  most  freely.  For  centurie.?,  when  it 
reigned  triumphant  over  the  thrones  and  do¬ 
minions  of  the  East,  it  never  ceased  to  whelm 
nations  in  blood,  and  scatter  devastation  and 
death  from  one  end  of  the  Oriental  hemisphere 
to  the  other.  But  these  are  general  views. — 
There  are  not  wanting,  however,  instances  in 
which  it  has  produced  private  murder,  in  op¬ 
position  to  law. 

A  little  work,  recently  republished  in  Boston, 
which  originallyappeared  in  England  about  an 
hundred  and  seventy-five  years  ago,  informs  us, 
that  in  that  day  the  doctrine  caused  parents  to 
murder  their  children,  for  fear  they  would  be¬ 
come  accountable  beings,  and  then  be  lost.-—

present  session,  and  ordered  to  be  published  with  these 
proceedings : 

Kor  the  purpose  of  promoting  Christian  fellow¬ 
ship  and  communion,  and  to  (‘Mend  tin;  spread  ofthe 
Uuspel,  we,  whose  names  are  under  writ  ten,  taking  the 
Scriptures  for  our  stamlard,  and  Christ  for  our 
llaster,  with  a  determination,  according  to  the  best 
of  our  ability,  to  obey  his  commands,  do  associate 
ourselves  together  as  a  Christian  church,  by  the 
wune  of  — — ,  and  adttpt  the  following 
CONSTITUTION. 

Articlk  I. — Offichrs. 

There  shall  be  a  iModerator  and  Clerk  to  this  so 
eiety,  who  may  hold  their  ollices  for  one  year,  and 
till  others  are  elected  in  their  stead  ;  and  they  shall 
perform  the  duties  usually  devolving  on  such  offi¬ 
cers.  And  the  society  may,  from  time  to  time, 
appoint  any  other  officers  that  it  may  deem  neccs- 
aary. 

Art.  II. — Mketinos. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  this  socie 

ly  holden  on - — ,  for  the  choice  of  officers,  and 

the  transaction  of  any  other  business  that  may  come 
before  the  society.  And  there  shall  be  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  society  on  every  day  that  religious 
services  are  statedly  held  in  the  society,  for  the  re 
eeption  of  members.  The  Moderator,  Clerk,  or 
any  three  members  of  the  society,  shall  also  have 
power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  society  when- 
sver  they  may  consider  it  necessary,  by  notifying 
the  same  in  writing,  at  the  usual  ])lace  of  meeting, 
fourteen  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  the 
same;  and  if  religious  services  are  held  by  the  so 
siety  during  that  time,  it  shall  be  published  by  the 
person  who  offiiriates  therein. 

Art.  111. — Manner  of  receiving  members 

Any  person  requesting  to  become  a  member  ol 
this  society,  with  a  knowhalge  ofthe  obligations  ol 
this  Constitution,  if  the  society  is  satisfied  that  such 
person  is  actmited  by  right  motives  in  making  the 
request,  shall  immediately  be  received  as  a  member. 
The  society  may  also  extend  an  invitation  to  any 
one  whom  it  may  consider  a  proper  person  to  be¬ 
come  a  member  of  this  society,  who,  on  accepting 
the  invitation,  and  signifying  assent  to  this  Consti¬ 
tution,  shall  bo  rt!ceived  us  a  member.  And  the 
only  ceremony  required  at  the  reception  of  mem- 
tiers,  shall  be — the  extending  to  them  the  right 
band  of  fellowship.  Hut  should  any  oi.e,  on  Icing 
received,  desire  to  be  baptized,  conscientiously  be¬ 
lieving  it  to  be  a  duty,  such  rt-quest  shall  be  com 
plied  with,  in  the  manner  which  the  [lerson  thinks 
to  be  right. 

Art.  IV. — Voting. 

Every  member  of  this  society  shall  be  entitled  to 
•he  right  to  vote  on  all  questions  that  may  come 
before  the  society.  .And  whenever  two  or  more 
members  require  it,  the  vote  shall  bo  by  ballot.  And 
all  persons  who  contribute  towards  the  support  o( 
the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  in  this  society,  shall 
have  the  right  to  vote  in  the  society  on  all  questions 
relating  to  the  application  of  the  funds  to  which 
they  have  contributed.  But  the  society  shall  al¬ 
ways  reserve  to  itself  the  right  to  refuse  any  con¬ 
tribution  when  it  may  think  proper. 

Art.  V.— The  Communio.n. 

Desiring  to  fellowship  ns  Christians  all  whocon- 
/«»  Christ  and  obey  him,  and  believing  that  persons 
•re  required  to  judge  for  themselves  when  they  arc 
worthy  to  come  to  the  Lord’s  table,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  person  who  officiates  at  the  table,  as  of- 
M  this  society  shall  commemorate  the  death  ol 
Vnrist  by  the  Communion,  to  give  an  invitation  to 


“  all  members  of  other  churches,  and  all  other  per¬ 
sons  who  may  esteem  it  a  privilege  to  join  in  tin 
Communion,”  to  unite  with  us  in  celebrating  iht 
love  of  Christ.  And  all  persons  that  Join  with  u> 
m  the  Communion,  who  are  not  members  of  any 
Ollier  society,  shall  be  treated  by  Us  as  members  ol 
this,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  watch  and  discipline  ol 
the  society.  And  shonid  any  person  come  wit!i  U' 
to  the  Lonl's  table  whom  we  shonid  consider  un¬ 
worthy,  we  In  reby  severally  eiigag.;  that  we  wilj 
nut  ndiise  to  j  an  in  lla?  Communion  on  that  ac-\ 
count,  believing  that  no  injury  can  arista  from  tliai 
source  to  any  one  who  is  in  llte  full  i  xereise  ol 
Cliristiaii  love;  and  if  any  of  ns  shall  refuse  to 
coinmuiio  with  llie  society  for  that  eaiisi*.  and  as¬ 
sign  that  as  tlie  reason  for  sueli  refusal,  it  sliall  la 
cotisideri'd  an  ackiiowiedgineiit  tb  it  the  person  so 
refusing  is  not  in  tln^  exercise  of  a  right  s|urit.  But 
us  we  disclaim  any  right  to  judge  the  eonscieiiCis 
of  others,  and  as  some  may  not  be  fully  eonvineed 
of  the  propriety  ol'  joining  in  tlie  Communion,  W( 
do  not  require  any  member  to  do  so,  unless  it  is 
agreeable  to  siicli  member’s  own  eoiiscienee  ;  am! 
we  would  esteem  no  one  any  the  less,  for  deeliiiiiig 
to  join  in  celebraling  the  Lord's  Supper,  witliout  ii 
should  be  aeknowledged  to  liiive  been  on  account  ol 
dissatisfaction  tvitli  some  other  person. 

Art.  VI. — Discipline. 

Holding  inviolable  the  rights  of  conscience  and 
of  private  judgment,  ncknowledging  no  lord  on 
earth,  we  will  not  submit  to  the  dictation  or  control 
of  any  man,  or  body  of  men,  either  in  faith,  wor¬ 
ship  or  di-scpline,  or  allow  any  interlerencc  in  our 
concerns,  by  any  one  not  a  member  of  this  society. 
And  nothing  shall  be  considered  a  breach  of  this 
contract  but  an  obvious  denial  of  Christ,  or  muni- 
'est  disobedience  of  his  plain  commands. 

But  ns  wc  consider  it  the  duty  ol  Christians  to 
(vntch  over  each  otlier  /or  ^ood,  we  severally  ac- 
Iknowledge  the  rightof  any  other  memlier, who  may 
diink  that  tve  walk  disorderly,  to  admonish  us  in 
the  spirit  of  Christian  love.  And  should  we  neg- 
llect  such  ndmonitiuii,  or  should  we  he  guilty  of  nn 
offence  that  becomes  publicly  known,  we  concede 
to  this  society  the  right  to  d(>al  with  us  in  the  man¬ 
ner  pointed  out  in  this  article.  But  no  complaini 
shall  be  received  against  a  mcmlier  of  this  society 
until  the  complainant  shall  have  satisfuMl  the  socic- 
|iy  that  he  is  actuated  by  a  right  spirit  in  bringing 
'the  complaint,  and  that  he  has  eumplied  with  tin 
directions  given  by  our  Lord  concerning  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  nn  offending  brother,  found  in  iMntt.  xviii  : 
15,  16,  17,21,  22,  and  Luke  xvii  :  3.  -1 ;  except 
'in  cases  of  nn  uU'eiiee  of  public  notoriety,  tlie  socie¬ 
ty  may,  if  it  so  (h  teriiiiiu*,  cause  a  eoniplaiiit  to  In 
made  out,  and  acted  on.  without  a  [irevious  (irivati 
admonition.  But  when  a  complaint  is  n'ceived  by 
the  society,  it  shall  be  redu(;ed  to  a  deliniti;  and 
specific  charge  in  writing  ;  and  if  it  shall  appear 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  society  tlial  it  is  well  lomid- 
ed,  the  society  shall  admonish  the  olli'iiding  nictn- 
jber  ill  the  manner  deemed  b(*st  calculated  for  the 
'benefit  of  suck  member.  .And  il  llic  member  slimildj 
jdeny  tlie  charge,  or  persist  in  a  course  of  manifeil 
'disobedience,  a  meeting  shall  be  appointed  lor  the 
Ispecial  purpose  of  investigating  tiie  subject,  at  whicb 
'time  the  memlier  charged  shall  be  cited  to  appear 
and  answer  to  the  charge ;  and  this  citation  shall 
he  commuiiiented  in  writing  fourteen  days,  at  least, 
Ibel’ore  the  meeting,  and  sliall  contain  a  statement  ol| 
jihc  lime  and  place  of  the  meeting,  it  copy  of  tin  1 
jcharge,  and  the  names  of  all  the  witnesses  by  w  hiclij 
it  is  to  be  proved.  And  at  the  meeting  the  suhjeci 
jshall  be  thoroughly  examined,  and  the  member 
ieliarged  shall  be  allowed  to  deicnd  in  person,  and 
by  witnesses,  and  eounscl ;  the  evidenci*,  however, 
on  either  side,  shall  not  be  given  under  oath.  And 
after  a  full  bearing,  if  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  so  determine,  the  member  shall  be  expelled  ; 
hut  such  expulsion  shall  extend  no  farther  than  to 
cause  the  o^ender’s  membership  to  cease ;  and  it 
shall  not  be  accompanied  with  any  harsh  or  unkind 
language.

■Art.  VIII. — Manner  of  altering  or  AHKNoiHe 
THIS  Constitution. 

This  Constitution  may  lie  altered  or  amended  in 
tlie  following  manner.  The  speeilic  alteration  or 
amendment  shall  lie  presented  in  writing,  at  a  regu¬ 
lar  meeting,  and  if  two-thirds  of  the  meinliers  pre¬ 
sent  are  in  Invor  of  its  adoption,  it  shall  lie  entered 
III  the  records  of  the  society,  and  laid  over  to  the 
next  regular  meeting,  at  which  time,  if  two-thirds 
ol  all  tlie  raeinhers  in  the  society  are  in  favor  of

REV.  Ii.  S.  JOHNSON'S  SERMONS. 

We  have  just  received,  tbrough  the  politeness  of  a 
friend,  nn  octavo  pamplilct  of  forty  pages,  entitled  “TAs 
Eternal  Punishment  of  the  Finally  Impenitent  proved : 
and  the  arguments  offered  to  support  Uuiversalism  shown 
to  be  inconclusive,  in  two  sermons,  delivered  bffore  Iks 
Universalians  in  Canton,  January,  1831 ;  and  at  their 
request.  Dedicated  to  those  whose  request  occasioned  them, 
by  their  sincere  friend  and  servant,  H.  S.  Johnson,  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  church  in  Canton.” 

Tlio  above  remarkabift  production  has  been  long  sioM 
promised  to,  and  long  expected  by  the  public  :  although 
ilelivcrcd  aliiinst  three  years  ago,  the  author,  though  of¬ 
ten  called  upon,  could  never  be  persuaded,  till  now,  as 
let  it  see  the  light  of  day.  Whether  it  wanted  aiueud- 
mnnts,  alterntioris  and  enlargements,  according  to  tb« 
exigency  of  the  limes  ;  or  whether  the  author  intendod 
finally  to  evade  the  fulfilment  of  his  promise,  till  being 
pressed  beyond  measure,  he  could  no  longer  refuse ;  or 
whether  the  alarming  spread  of  Universulism  of  late  ia 
St.  Lawrence  county  lias  now  induced  him  to  give  his 
p.amphlet  to  the  world,  ia  the  hnpu  of  checking  its  pro¬ 
gress,  we  do  not  know ;  nor,  indeed,  is  it  important  that 
wc  should  know.  By  pnvute  letters  from  Canton,  w« 
are,  however,  informed  that  ho  has  (as  staled  in  tb« 
production)  called  to  his  assistance  every  thing  within 
liis  reach,  both  the  dead  and  the  liviing,  especially  the 
latter,  and  that  too  within  the  last  twelve  months ,‘  aftor 
he  fi)und  he  must  cither  give  the  production  to  the  pub¬ 
lic,  or  rest  under  the  imputation,  both  of  cowardice  and 
of  filsifying  his  own  deliberate  promise  to  the  Univer- 
snlists. 

Whatever  may  have  induced  the  long  and  unnccouniu- 
hlc  delay,  or  whatever  may  have  influenced  Mr.  John¬ 
son  in  presenting  it  at  this  time  to  the  public,  wc  rejuica 
that  it  is  done.  Mr.  J.  is  considered  a  champion,  a  very 
fioliah,  of  Presbyterianism,  in  his  region,  and  if  kis 
mightiest  effort  does  nut  put  down  Uuiversalism  in  that 
quarter,  Presbyterians  may  despair  of  ever  doing  it,  and 
Uiiiversalists  will  gather  new  strength, and  be  conflrtned 
in  the  strong  conviction  that  their  doctrine  is  li)unded  on 
the  rock  of  everlasting  truth,  and  can  never  be  over¬ 
thrown. 

In  these  discourses,  .Mr.  J.  has,  throughout,  taken  kr 
granted  the  very  thing  which  it  should  have  been  bie 
first  and  main  business  to  prove,  viz.  that  there  are 
such  characters  as  the  *'  Finally  Impenitent”  spohaa  «l
